Jealousies. In this connection It might be suggested that the commission 
might very well make more use of local commercial stations as. an eltm-| 
ination school and select only those best qualified to appear on their chain 
programs with some provision for adequate remuneration. 

It is generally conceded, too, that one of the factors responsible for 
the commission's seeming inability to cater to western requirements, is the 
fact that too much of the revenue derived from radio license fees finds its 
way into the Dominion government’s treasury and too little of it is allotted 
to the commission for its work. If the commission were allowed a greater 
proportion of this income it Is possible that they might be able to find or 
develop sufficient talent to eliminate some of the criticisms to which it is 
exposed. 

Then, too, the commission has been subjected to criticism from time to 
time for lack of Initiative. A case In point is its decision not to make a 
Blattnerphone recording of the funeral services of the late King George for 
reproduction at an hour when the great majority of Western radio listeners 
could participate. 

It is admitted that the problem is one which bristles with difficulties 
and that the commission has no easy task to perform if it should attempt 
to satisfy everybody, but one instinctively feels that it has not succeeded 
as yet in going as far in this direction as it might. 

There is some talk just now of a new commission being set up con¬ 
sisting of only one paid member, the chairman, and an unsalaried advisory 
board. Whether such a change would result in a greater measure of satis¬ 
faction would depend largely on the personnel. The membership, if such 
a board is created, should certainly include one or more who are conversant 
with the western situation, and it is essential that at least one or more of 
the members know something about showmanship as well as the technical 
side of radio.

London. The admiralty announced 
that sabotage had occurred aboard 
the 9,750-ton British cruiser Cum¬ 
berland stationed at Chatham. 

"The matter is under investiga¬ 
tion," the announcement said, "and 
it would not be in the public interest 
to make any statement." 

The Cumberland was placed in the i 
Chatham dockyard March 12, 1935. ! 

It was understood the Cumberland 
had been undergoing some altera-1 
tions. 1 

This was the third instance of 
sabotage on British warships while 
in dockyards within three months. 

The other vessels said to have . 
been tampered with were the bat-1 
tleship Royal Oak and the submarine | 
Oberon. Damage to these vessels 
was disclosed in December. It was J 
stated damage to the Royal Oak | 
amounted to several hundred pounds j 
and that to the Oberon was minor. 

Admiralty authorities and Scot- j 
land Yard detectives investigated the 
previous incidents but made no | 
statements. The Royal Oak and the i 
Oberon were at the Devonport yards. 


Abolish Slavery System 

Conditions In Crown Colony Of 
Hongkong Not Satisfactory 

London.—J. H. Thomas, secretary 
for colonies, renewed in the House 
of Commons Britain’s promise to 
abolish the Mui Tsai, or slavery sys¬ 
tem in the crown colony of Hong¬ 
kong. 

Graham White, Labor, asked what 
the government intended to do about 
"the unsatisfactory condition dis¬ 
closed by the report of the commit¬ 
tee of investigation.” 

Mr. Thomas said he intended to 
await recommendations from the ad¬ 
ministration of the crown colony be¬ 
fore taking action. 

“No one could read the report 
without dismay, and I have no hesi¬ 
tation in saying that definite prom¬ 
ises were made very many years ago 
that we would try to abolish it. I 
will try to accomplish that,” said 
Mr. Thomas.

Oil Sanctions 


Would Be Effective If IT.S. Would' 
Limit Exports 

Geneva. — An oil sanction against 
Italy a committee of experts re¬ 
ported to the League of Nations, 
"would be effective" if the United 
States limits its exports to the war¬ 
ring nation to the normal level prior 
to 1935. 

In its official report after weeks 
of deliberation, the committee ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that if the em¬ 
bargo were universally applied and 
under conditions prevailing now, it 
would become effective within about 
three or three and a half weeks. 

But, the experts reported, if the 
sanctions imposed by league states 
alone the only effect it would have 
on Italy “would be to render the pur¬ 
chase of petroleum more difficult ansi 
expensive.” 

Textile Inquiry 

No Dute Vet Fixed For Hearings 

Before Commission 

Ottawa.—No date has been fixed 
for the opening hearings before the 
Turgeon commission appointed to 
investigate the textile industry, 
pending conclusion of court engage¬ 
ments now occupying J. C. McRuer, 
of Toronto, chief commission counsel. 

Mr. Justice W. F. A. Turgeon, of 
the Saskatchewan appeal court, ap¬ 
pointed a one-man commission to 
conduct the investigation following 
the temporary closing of a rayon 
plant in Sherbrooke, Que., has been 
in Ottawa for some time making 
preliminary arrangements for the in¬ 
quiry. 

New Organization 

Edmonton.—With object of pro¬ 
moting the welfare of the dairy 
breeding industry in the province,, 
the Alberta Cattle Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation was organized at a^athering 
of some 30 dairy breeders here. T. 
H. Howes was named provisional 
chairman and six directors, repre¬ 
senting breeders of the six types of 
cattie, were named. 


Aix-En-Province, France. — The 
three rilten charged with the assas¬ 
sination of King Alexander, of Yugo¬ 
slavia, and Louis Barthou, French 
foreign minister, were sentenced td 
life imprisonment here. 


To Investigate Dispute 

Soviet And Japanese Governments 
To Appoint Commission 

Moscow.—The Soviet and Japanese 
governments have agreed in prin¬ 
ciple to the appointment of a mixed 
commission to investigate clashes on 
the Soviet—Manchoukuan border, an 
official communique said. 

The offer to the Japanese govern¬ 
ment to enter into such an arrange¬ 
ment was communicated to the 
foreign office by Japanese Ambas¬ 
sador Tamekichi Ota. G. S. Sto- 
moniakoff, Russian vice-commissar 
for foreign affairs, recalled that the 
Soviet government frequently has 
made similar proposals in the past. 

The Soviet government, Stomo- 
niakoff said, “learns with satisfaction 
that the Japanese government, which 
until now has rejected all proposals 
by the Soviet government for an in¬ 
vestigation of the border incidents 
in mixed commissions, now considers 
it possible to accept the offer sug¬ 
gested by the staff of the Soviet far 
eastern -'rmy Feb. 12.” 

Germany’s Secret Police 

Decree Issued By Hitler Makes 
Force All-Powerful 

Berlin. — Chancellor Adolf Hitler’s 
gestapo, or secret state police, was 
made all-powerful in the reich by a 
decree issued ordering all admini¬ 
strative officials, from government 
heads down, to obey gestapo orders. 

Enormous power was believed con¬ 
centrated by this decree in the hands 
of Air Minister Gen. Hermann Wil¬ 
helm Goering, who controls the ges¬ 
tapo. 

The law orders district governors 
to take commands from secret 
police headquarters, which will, in 
return, supply the lefeal police de¬ 
partments with such directions as 
may be desirable. 

The effect of the decree is to ally 
the secret police more closely with 
Germany’s civil administration.

Toronto—Steel-nerved Harry O’Don¬ 
nell heard a. murder conviction with 
unshaken calm and then declared 
his innocence a few moments before 
being sentenced to hang May 5 for!

The slim gasoline station attend-, 
ant heard himself condemned to the 
gallows for the ravishing and killing 
of the 20-year-old stenographer. 
Serious-faced for an instant as he 
made his one-sentence plea of in¬ 
nocence, he was smiling almost gaily 
as he walked out of cqurt with a 
jest on his lips. 

His conviction will be appealed.

travel bureau to attract tourists to 
the Dominion during 1936, D. Leo 
Dolan, bureau director, told a meet¬ 
ing of the chamber of commerce. 

"It is our plan,” Mr. Dolan said,

Satisfied With Progress 

Great Britain Prepared For Any 
Attacks From Air 

London.—The admiralty is alert to 
the question of defence against 
modern aerial attack. 

Viscount Monsell, first lord of the ! 
admiralty, told the house of lords 
that in the last few years combined , 
air and naval manoeuvres have been t 
held on a large scale as defensive 
preparations against possible at¬ 
tack upon the British Isles. 

The manoeuvres, he said, had re¬ 
vealed valuable information for new 
naval construction; both with re¬ 
gard to anti-aircraft guns and hull 
construction. 

Regarding the problem of bombs 
versus battleships the first lord of 
the admiralty said that all countries 
shared the opinion that air attack! 
had not rendered the battleship ob¬ 
solete. No country was abolishing 
capital ships. 

The immense offensive power of 
aircraft was not being underrated 
but' Lord Monsell warned against ex¬ 
aggeration of its value. The bomb 
was not really a new problem but 
imposed the necessity of having guns 
firing vertically as well as horizon¬ 
tally. 

“We are more than satisfied with 
the progress we are making with 
our anti-aircraft guns,’’ concluded 
Lord Monsell. 

Race For Air Routes 


Washington. — Warning of an im-1 
pending international race for cob-j 
trol of trade routes of the air was [ 
voiced by the national advisory com- J 
mittee for aeronautics in its annual 
report to President Roosevelt. 

“The foundations are being laid 
now for a world-wide struggle for 
the control of trade routes of the 
air, and for the control of world 
aeronautical markets,” the commit¬ 
tee’s report said. 

"It is becoming generally recog- 
■ nized that, other things being equal, 
a decisive advantage in this strug¬ 
gle will be with that country that 
has the greatest vision and initiative 
in establishing research facilities and 
in executing long-range research 
programs. 

Appropriation Increased 

Ottawa—The government has in¬ 
creased by $2,500 the amount appro¬ 
priated for the book of remembrance 
which will stand on the altar in the 
memorial chamber of the parliament 
buildings here. The appropriation 
last session was $5,500. 


Ottawa. The House of Commons 
started a long weekend after passing 
$1,758,400 in money votes, hearing 
about soldiers' shoes and being told 
the government had loaned British 
Columbia $4,300,000. 

The bouse, considering the main 
estimates, passed its money vote, in¬ 
cluding an item of $155,000 to ex¬ 
propriate downtown property in Ot¬ 
tawa as a safeguard against possible 
erection of an ugly building that 
might spoil the plan for a Confeder¬ 
ation square. 

Members heard Finance Minister 
Dunning describe a new policy of 
money votes in which the main esti¬ 
mates will call for only, money need¬ 
ed for ordinary functions of govern¬ 
ment and supplementary estimates 
would be introduced to provide for 
such emergency requirements as re¬ 
lief, public works and railway de¬ 
ficits. 

The emergency money legislation, 
the finance minister said, would take 
the pipce of order-in-council appro¬ 
priations under the so-called, ‘‘blank 
cheque” legislation of the last ad¬ 
ministration. 

It was Mayor G. G. McGeer (Lib., 
Vancouver-Burrard), who raised the 
point of soldiers’ boots. He joined 
other private members in protesting 
purchase of armories on the instal¬ 
ment plan, a question raised by A. 
A. Heaps (C.C.F., Winnipeg North), 
who claimed the government, able to 
borrow money more cheaply than 
private sources, should pay for the 
buildings outright. 

Mr. McGeer said Vancouver mili¬ 
tiamen were unable to parade at full 
i strength for the late King George’s 
I jubilee celebration last May because 
i there were not boots for all of them. 

The Vancouver mayor declared it 
; was time the militia be ended if it 
j could not be maintained by the gov¬ 
ernment without private co-opera¬ 
tion. 

No Revision This Year 

Dominion Electoral Lists To Remain 
As They Are 

Ottawa.—First government meas¬ 
ure introduced by the new admini¬ 
stration and-given first reading on 
motion of Secretary of State Fer¬ 
nand Rinfret confirmed the report 
annual revision of the Domin'on elec¬ 
toral lists would not be carried out 
this year as provided for in last 
year’s Dominion Franchise Act. 

A decrease of more than $”'00,000 
was noted in the estimates for the 
Dominion franchise commissioner 
and chief electoral officer.

Preparations are being completed I 
for the important engine tests to! 
which the new Cunard White Star!

Explanations And Comments 
The Gerasene Demoniac, Luke 8 
26-39. A boat with Jesus and his dis¬ 
ciples was beached one day on 
eastern shore of the lake, which be¬ 
longed to the Gerasenes, facing ] 
Galilee. Jesus was at once met by 
naked demoniac whose abode was i 
the tombs. Such tombs were eaves, 
either natural or hewn out of the 
rock, which were used as burial 
places. They were always outside 
the cities, usually in lonely regions, 
and because they contained the bones 
of the dead were regarded as “un¬ 
clean”. Syrians to^jay believe that 
evil spirits haunt sijc*^ places. 

The man fell down Yefore Jesus, 
crying, “What have I to do with| 
thee, Jesus, thou Son of the Most] 
High God?” "The Most High God” is 
a heathen term for Jehovah found 
several times In the Old Testament 
and on Phoenician inscriptions. That 
it was acute mania which the man 
was suffering is probable from his 
violent paroxysms, indicated by his 
having been bound with chains which 
he had broken to make his escape 
Into the wilderness. I 

“I beseech^thee, torment me not” 
the man cried as Jesus bade “the 
unclean spirit’ leave him. "What is 
they name?” Jesus asked. He sought 
to calm the man and gain his con¬ 
fidence, and by asking for his name 
to make him realize his own ident¬ 
ity. "Legion,” the man answered; 
"for many demons were entered into 
him,” Luke adds. Then the demons, 
so Luke’s account states, entreated

'gave them leave ’. Jesus uttered 
the word “Go!” or "Depart!” accord¬ 
ing to Matthew’s account. 

The next thing that happened was 
that the swine, perhaps frightened by 
the loud shrieks and wild gestures 
of the maniac, rushed down the steep 
Incline into the lake and were 
drowned.

They 
found the man sitting at the feet of 
Tesus, clothed and In his right mind. 
Seized with fear lest Jesus might 
destroy other property, they be¬ 
sought him to depart from them. 

Jesus left in the boat for Caper¬ 
naum. The man begged to go with 
him, but Jesus told him to return to 
his own home and declare what great 
things God had done for him. The 
man obeved and published the news 
everywhere.

Fire-Retarding Wood 


Chemically Treated With Compound 
Wood Will Not Burn 

Coinciding with the statement of 
United States builders and insurance 
men that the United States fire 
losses for 1935 amounted to 10,000 
human lives and cost' $245,000,000, 
comes a report from the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters contain¬ 
ing an assurance that there is such 
a thing as fire-retardant wood. 

The wood tested by the Board 
was red oak and maple which had 
been thoroughly and uniformly im¬ 
pregnated in pressure tanks contain¬ 
ing ammonium salts, a fireproofing 
compound which, it is not perhaps 
generally known, has actually been 
procurable in Canada for at least 
two years.

Stores Endangered by 
Fire Caused Anxiety 

Thawing Out Frozen Water Pipes 
Leads to Near Disaster on 
Friday Last 

Water pipes becoming frozen be¬ 
neath the Elite Confectionery, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. John Bell, 
a gasoline blow torch was used to 
thaw them. The woodwork adja¬ 
cent to the pipes became ignited, 
and was first noticed by Frank G. 
Graham, sitting in his barber shop. 

At 1 p.m. he noticed a crackling 
sound, and rapid investigation re¬ 
vealed that the wooden wall be¬ 
tween his store and Bell’s was 
alight. Quickly summoning help 
from his son Frank in the post- 
office, he chopped a hole in the wall 
and inserted a stream of water 
from a basement hose. The fire 
brigade quickly arrived, and by 
this time the fire looked very men¬ 
acing in 20 below zero weather. 
Fears were felt for the stores in 
the entire block, as a strong wind 
from the east would have swept 
that side of the street had the fire 
got beyond control, taking with 
it the Cameron block, in which are 
living several families. 

A heavy stream otwater quickly 
quelled the blaze, though consider¬ 
able damage was done to the Bells’ 
living quarters, and to Dr. Camp¬ 
bell’s dental office in the same 
building. 

Everyone breathed a sigh of re¬ 
lief when it was found the danger 
was over, though for some minutes 
it caused a great deal of anxiety.
